Circe is phyficall knowleds 
conſiſting much in herbs; ſhe 1s the daughter of 54} 
becauſe herbs proceed of his heat; ſhe turneth ma 
unto beaſts, becauſe ſome phyſitians ſearching ta 
much unto nature, become bealts, inforgettins the 
God of nature; ſhe dwelt on a hill full of phyficl 
ſimples, to let us underſtand wherein the phyfitiang 
Skill and ſtudie lyeth; he hath no power over 7: 
the ſoul, but the bodies of men he may poyſon or pre. 
ſerve; his 4 hand-maides are, Phyloſophy, Aſtrono.

5. Sinisa Circe, chiefly drunkennefſe and whore. 
dom which poyſon men, and turn them unto ſwine, 
{rce hath both a cup and a rod, with which ſhe
